William Atkinson said: about dinner time on Sunday 4th, my wife 
complained of being unwell. About 3pm we took a walk from the hut where 
we lived to Carter's Public House. I had about two glasses of spirits, my wife 
one glass of brandy, We left Carter's, with our son William, say 45 minutes 
later with a bottle of rum. Julia seemed quite steady and quite sober. Back 
at our hut she remained outside. Inside I lay down on my stretcher, read 
and fell asleep. About 4pm, maybe between 4-5pm, My son William awoke 
me with "Oh Father my mother is in the fire place". I found Julia stretched 
out on the floor, her face in the warm ashes of the fire place... I consider she 
died from a fit ... she had had two fits in the past 6-7 years. 

Luke Carter, publican and landlord, said he knew Julia. Last Sunday my wife 
served her half a pint of rum and a glass of rum. I believe she took a half 
pint of rum home, after staying two minutes. Later I saw her about 3pm, as 
I walked with my wife. Julia and her husband came to the inn, he got a glass 
of rum and she a peppermint. They left after about five minutes. with a 
bottle of rum. About 6:30pm their son William came to me saying "Mr 
Carter come to our place my Mother is dead". Deceased was a quite woman 
on good terms with everyone. She had been a teetotaller from 24 February. 
She had some spirits on Friday, could not stand much grog. She did not eat 
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much as her constitution appeared shaken. 

William Ritchie, surgeon: I inspected Julia's body. She looked about fifty 
years old, face and hands covered in ash, slight abrasions on her face but no 
signs of violence on her body. Allegedly she suffered apoplectic* or other 
fits in the late years of her life, and she appeared to have died from a 
similar attack. 

*An apoplectic fit refers to a sudden neurological impairment often resulting from a brain 
hemorrhage or stroke.

In the time of bishop 
Langley, who came to the see in 1406, it was of no value on account of the devasta- 
tion of the Scotch. The Ildertons also held portions of land in Grindon Rigg; where 
is an old mansion-house: the estate belongs to Lord Lisburne. . 
In the 5th of queen Mary, 1558, a party of about a thousand Scottish horse, accom- 
panied by some footmen, who were either Frenchmen, or commanded by French 
officers, entered Northumberland. They began to plunder and burn the country ; 
but at Grindon they were opposed by a strong body of English horse, under the earl 
of Northumberland, and his brother Sir Hen Bercy, who obliged them to retire 
with loss: but after the Scotch had recrossed the Tweed, they formed into so com- 
act a body, that the Northumbrians could make no impression K them. The 
interest of £60 was given by some person unknown to the poor of this place. In 
1787, the money was vested in the hands of the Rev. Mr. Davison, and produced £3 
per annum.* 


Dvuppo lies on the southern pence of Norhamshire, ten miles and a half north 
by west from Wooler. It is a small village, consisting of two farmholds and a few 
cottages for labourers and colliers, situate on the north-east declivity of a hill, on the 
rocky summit of which stands the ruins of Duddo tower. A vault, which has been 
a safe-hold for cattle, forms the principal remains.
